TOKYO, March 2 1.— Chi­ 
nese Red troops abandoned 
Chunchon today and Ameri­ 
can tanks rumbled into the 
hub only seven miles below 
Korea’s Parallel 38 t o w a r d 
which United Nations columns 
were driving in several sec­ 
tors. 
As the Korean War neared an 
important new turn, Britain’s di­ 
rector of

training de­ 
clared 
that 
British 
troops will 
cross 
the 
much-discussed 
38th 
Parallel into North Korea if Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur orders them 
to do so 
Last Major Base 
In abandoning Chunchon, the 
Chinese Communist invaders gave 
up their last major central Korean 
base below the parallel. 
After exploring the rail-highway 
center and finding it completely 
deserted by the Red invaders, the 
American armored spearhead with­ 
drew to the outskirts to “button 
up” for the night and prepare for 
full occupation later. 
International News Service War 
Correspondent Cecil Brownlow re­ 
port ed the enemy’s sudden evacua­ 
tion of pivotal Chunchon, which 
lies seven air miles south of the 
38th Parallel and 45 miles north­ 
east of liberated Seoul. 
Rode into Chunchon 
In a Wednesday evening field 
dispatch direct from the fallen 
city, Brownlow said he rode into 
Chunchon on one of the first 
American tanks to enter the form­ 
er Chinese headquarters and troop 
assembly center.

counties of Pennsylvania 
where 
peas thrive in the* cooler climate 
of higher elevation. 
Nationally an increase of about 
11 per cent over 1950 is indicated 
in the planted acreage of green 
peas for processing. The estimates 


are based on reports received from 
processors in late February and 
earlv March, giving information 
the acreage that they intend to 
contract and plant in 1951.

Plane Makes 


First Flight 


LONDON, 
March 
21.—(INS)— 
Details of Britain’s new triangular 
plane were released today follow­ 
ing the first successful flight of the 
tail-less aircraft, the Fairey FDL. 
The 
new 
high-speed plane 
is 
powered by a Rolls Royce Derwent 
turbo-jet, which is buried in the 
fuselage and has its exhaust outlet 
at the tail. 
The angle of sweep-back on the 
wing is so steep that the aircraft 
has the exceptionally small span 
of 19 feet six and-one-half inches. 
The total length is 26 feet three 
inches. 
A feature of the FDL is the use 
of elevons—control surfaces at the 
rear or “trailing” edge of the delta 
wing. These combine the functions 
of ailerons and elevators. A nor­ 
mal rudder is fitted to the long 
fin. 
A Fairey Company spokesman 
stressed th at the FDL is a high­ 
speed research plane w'hich may 
be capable of flying at or near the 
speed of sound.

Dr. Rohin M. W illiams, Jr , d irec­ 
tor of the research center, noted 
that “many persons who retire in 
good health at 65 do not live out 
their allotted years.”
